Ge past weekend in Boston, 
nine people were shot, 13 
stabbed, and feuding gangs used 
families at Roxbury’s annual Ca- 
ribbean Festival as duck-and-cover 
props. In other words, nothing that 
might upset public official relax- 
ing on the Cape. 

But on Sunday evening, an 
otherwise mundane attempt to end 
the lives two teenagers turned 
ugly, when the gunman turned the 
weapon on a window of Room 280 
of the Massachusetts State House. 

Outrage swiftly followed. 

The Herald and Globe both ran 
graphic photos of the victimized 
pane, with the tabloid splashing it 
on the front cover. 

Deval Patrick’s spokesperson 
told the Globe that the governor was 
“particularly upset” about the win- 
dow being shot. 

State Senator James Timilty, 
chair of the Public Safety Commit- 
tee, told the Herald: “The State House 
is a historic building — it gets hit 
with a bullet? I don't have the words 
to describe how troubling that is.” 

To some, it might seem inap- 
propriate for Patrick, Timilty, and 
the press to appear more troubled 
by a bullet piercing a window than 


by the bullets that have struck 48 human 


beings in the city this month — the 


second-highest monthly total in the past 
10 years, according to Phoenix research.

Cooler heads seem to have prevailed 
over the summer months, as Bacow, 
along with the dean of the undergradu- 
ate college, James Claser, issued a 
statement this week lifting the ban 
on unsigned editorials. Bacow then 
boldly announced in the Boston Globe 
that he would respect the First Amendment on campus, even though Tufts, as 
private institution, legally free make its own speech codes. 

While Bacow and Glaser should be commended for their eloquent de- 
fense of the First Amendment, it’s puzzling that they have not reversed the 
harassment charge itself. Harassment has fairly clear-cut legal definition, 
and describe these parodies such waters down the term and renders 
meaningless. The ruling also discourages students from engaging in parody, 
a time-tested and valuable literary device. The threat to academic freedom 
is particularly grave in the case of the Muslim Students Association flyer parody, as the piece con- 
tained only demonstrably factual statements about Islam, complete with footnotes. 

While the editors The Primary Source might off the hook, disciplinary ruling that not

LUCK THE IRISH 


in recent years voters have been 
tough on the sons and daughters 
of irish politicians. John Connolly, 
34 (son of former secretary of 


state Michael j. Connolly), Patricia 


White, 37 (daughter of former 
Boston mayor Kevin White), and 
Ed Flynn, 38 (son of former Bos- 
ton mayor Ray Flynn), have all 
run for Boston City Council, while 
45-year-old Bill Bulger jr. (son of 
former house speaker Bill Bulger) 
tried to succeed his father in the 
State Senate. if Tim Flaherty 
should lose his Senate bid, the 
group will have a combined oh- 
for-seven at the ballot box.

Now, after almost continuously chasing 
higher office since 1994, unsuccessfully, 
runner for the State Senate seat vacated 
Jarrett Barrios, who resigned July 
become president of the Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield of Massachusetts Foundation. 

More than decade campaigning 
including two previous shots the ger- 
rymandered Senate district that includes 
portions Boston, Cambridge, Everett, 
Somerville, Revere, Chelsea, and Saugus — 
has given strong name recogni- 
tion, political organization, and fundrais- 
ing ability, which may help him to finally 
achieve his thus-far elusive victory. 

But his repeated campaign efforts also 
have created bad blood in a city that takes 
its politics very seriously, all the more so 
since Galluccio has dared to run against 
two Cambridge’s favorite politicians: 
Barrios, and former-mayor-turned-state- 
representative Alice Wolf. 

Galluccio exactly the kind hands- 
on, bread-and-butter, shoe-leather son

immigrants preferred voters much 
the working-class Senate district, say cur- 
rent and former officeholders the area. 
Yet for all his potential success Everett, 
Saugus, and Charlestown, his campaign’s 
weak link may lie his home base 
Cambridge. Running for council, he has 
been able draw from the city’s working- 
class, relatively moderate neighborhoods. 
But those are not the portions Cambridge 
contained in Barrios’s former Senate dis- 
trict. Instead, Galluccio is looking smack 

at the heart of 02138 land, the Harvard- 
dominated center liberal intelligencia. 
the Cambridge precincts voting the 
September 11 State Senate election, nine are 
represented Wolf. 

make matters worse, the perennial 
candidate has been saddled with serious 
accusations drunk driving that won’t 
away. 

the election approaches, Galluccio 
now finds himself stalked three competi- 
tors, including Tim Flaherty, Cambridge 
attorney with a famous political name, solid 
liberal credentials, at least as much fund- 
ing as Galluccio, and the tacit backing of 
Wolf. The Cambridge lefties, seems, are 
not going to let Galluccio win without yet 
another fight. 


SCHIZOPHRENIC DISTRICT 
Galluccio’s trouble with Cambridge lib- 
erals dates back his strong support for 
ending rent control the 1990s, position 
which defends attempt work 
out solution, rather than turn 
into black-and-white issue. the end, 
the state’s voters killed the policy altogether 
through a 1994 ballot initiative. Thirteen 
years later, though, Cambridge residents 
still remember Galluccio being the 
“wrong” side that battle. 

Galluccio was also slow support gay 
and in-state tuition for immi- 
two articles liberal faith, evolving 
both between his 2002 Senate campaign 
and this year’s. And his attempts work 
with Harvard its expansion plans have 
criticism from those who want 
harder line opposition against the uni- 
versity, none of which might endear him to 
liberal Cantabrigians. 

Still, Galluccio can claim have helped 
form the Cambridge Health Alliance and 
Energy Alliance. And his literature 
targeted to Cambridge voters, the word 
“progressive” appears prominently; read- 
ers are told his support for Cape Wind, 
marriage equality, reproductive freedom, 


“progressive tax reforms,” closing corporate 
tax loopholes, and in-state tuition for illegal 
immigrants. 

Galluccio has even landed endorsements 
from two progressive groups: Mass Alliance 
and Progressive Democrats Cambridge. 
But his opponents are downplaying the 
importance, and even the liberal bone fides 
those groups. 

Often, however, this animosity from 
the left seems more personal than ideologi- 
cal due, part, the fact that many 
have simply never forgiven him for running 
against Wolf 1996, when the city’s 
former mayor, prevailed against Galluccio 
first become state representative. 

“The left like him, because ran 
against Queen Alice,” says one elected official 
who remaining neutral the race. 

In fact, Galluccio not only ran, he ran 
tough and aggressively dirty, some still 
say. Then ran another tough campaign 
against Barrios 2002, for the open State 
Senate seat. Barrios pummeled Galluccio 
the Cambridge precincts two-to-one 
margin, and won that race. 

For his part, Galluccio attributes his 2002 
loss to his concentration on other areas of 
the district where had never before run. 
“I let Jarrett roam free in Cambridge,” he 
says. “And you can never, never, let Jarrett 
roam free. He’s too good.” 

But the other candidates running against 
alluccio this time suggest that he simply 
isn’t popular the Senate district’s portion 

Cambridge. 

The question is: Cantabrigians have 
another Barrios vote for instead? 

That is, can another candidate appeal 
the Harvard Square set, while also drawing 
voters from Everett and Chelsea? Could 
another candidate “connect 02138 with the 
blue-collar communities north of Boston,” 
Galluccio puts it? 

That’s where Flaherty comes in. 

Sources close to both Flaherty and 
Barrios say that Wolf, along with progres- 
sive activists Avi Green, Mark Puleo, and 
others, encouraged Flaherty to enter the 
race. (Wolf, who is on vacation, could not be 
reached for comment.) 

Flaherty, whose father represented 
Cambridge and served Speaker the 
House on Beacon Hill in the early 1990s, 
describes himself liberal, 
educated, regular guy from a blue-collar 
That’s the ideal profile for the 
district, and excellent description 
the two men who have held the seat since 
was re-shaped through redistricting: 
Barrios and Tom Birmingham. 

It also fits Galluccio; in fact, Flaherty 
and Galluccio, just year apart age, are 
similar paper. While Flaherty 
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pursued his triple-Eagle education 

High, Boston College, and Law 
Galluccio was attending Cambridge Rindge 
and Latin, Providence College, and Suffolk 
Law. (Neither, however, can quite match 
the educational pedigree of Birmingham, a 
Rhodes Scholar with degrees from Harvard 
University and Harvard Law, or Barrios, who 
studied at Harvard and Georgetown Law.) 

There one major difference between 
the two candidates, though. While Galluccio 
has been regular candidate for office, and 
never misses chance mix and mingle 
raise his profile, Flaherty has kept low 
public profile aside from his one other cam- 
paign, in 1998, when he lost the Middlesex 
District Attorney race Martha Coakley. 

like the guy who shows 
the graduation the year isn’t running,” 
says Galluccio, who says voters the dis- 
trict expect meet and get know candi- 
dates personally. 

Flaherty argues that his years spent 
Norfolk County prosecutor and running 
his own private law practice mean more 
voters than glad-handing. has helped 
people professionally and personally, out 
genuine concern, “not just because was 
trying get elected,” says.

Many local political observers suspect 
that Galluccio holds the advantage, ex- 
actly because those repeated visits

Everett,” says one pol that city, 
where Galluccio has gained the support 
Mayor John Hanley, and former mayor 
David Ragucci. 

“This is a district you win by shoe 
leather,” says Barrios. “The candidate 
who meets the most voters, knocks 
the most doors, will be the winner.” 

“If was giving free advice candi- 
dates, would say spend all your time 
Everett knocking doors,” Birmingham 
says. Personal contact, not issues, matter 
most in the city, he adds. “In Everett, pol- 
itics is not an amateur sport — it’s very, 
very serious.” 

surprise then that Everett seen 
many the battleground the race. 
the other candidates running for Barrios’s 
vacated seat, Paul Nowicki, a long-time 
Chelsea city councilor, is expected to do 
well in his home base, in Revere, and in 
Charlestown. And Jeff Ross, a Cambridge 
immigration attorney, could draw num- 
ber votes from the left. Nobody the 
race can claim Everett as his own — and 
with roughly percent the district’s 
vote count, that city the big prize for 
the taking. 

Galluccio, who made his announce- 
ment speech Everett, certainly aware 
this, and working the city doggedly. 
“Nobody will outwork Anthony this 
race,” says one neutral pol in the district. 

But hard work might not what 
decides the race. After all, pretty 
clear — one need only skim the Blue Mass 
Croup Web site for evidence that the 
progressives will make sure 
his drunk-driving charges follow him. 

That scandal, which broke February 
2006, occurred when Galluccio was 
running for this same State Senate 
seat (at the time, Barrios was running 
for Middlesex District Attorney rather 
than re-election.) WCVB-TV’s Janet 
reported that three witnesses described 
Galluccio drunk when caused 
four-car collision downtown Boston 
the previous December 18. 
had not, however, been charged with any 
alcohol-related offense. 

light evidence, Boston police 
re-opened the investigation, and a clerk- 
magistrate ruled April 2006 that evi- 
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dence was insufficient for a DUI charge. 

was less than complete exoneration, 
however: the court found that Galiuccio 
had been drinking, which Galluccio had 
strongly denied; an emergency medical 
technician testified that Galluccio showed 
some signs intoxication; and police 
officers said that they had put him 
restraints the hospital. 

Perhaps most important, reporting 
the incident revived consideration 
Galluccio’s two previous DUI convictions, 
one pardoned Governor William Weid 
in 1993, and another in 1997. 

Galluccio ultimately withdrew from 
the race and endorsed Barrios, face- 
saving public appearance arranged 
then-senate president Robert Travaglini, 
another former Galluccio supporter now 
noticeably quiet about the race. 

Galluccio tells the Phoenix that going 
through the media grinder the 
drunk-driving charge this past year was 
“one most horrible and meaning- 
ful experiences.” But not going the 
Patrick Kennedy admission-apology- 
rehab route. Galluccio insists that did 
nothing wrong, and has demons 
work through. 

Still, noticeably lacking the pub- 
lic support number pols who had 
formerly championed him most nota- 
bly, Congressman Michael Capuano 
and former State Senate president Robert 
Travaglini. He’s not quite toxic, but it’s 
high-profile officials want keep some 
distance from Galluccio case there’s 
another shoe yet drop. 

The other candidates in the race, 
including Flaherty, are straining to avoid 
discussion the drunk-driving issue. 
They and perhaps Flaherty more than 
the others don’t want the one 
throwing the stones. After all, Flaherty’s 
father left office in a swirl of scandal, 
pleading guilty federal criminal charg- 
tax evasion. 

That, and the fact that Flaherty’s 
father is now a high-powered lobbyist to 
the very legislature seeking join, 
have so far been taboo subjects on the 
campaign trail. And Flaherty would like 
keep that way. 

Family aside, Flaherty still faces 
uphill battle. addition Galluccio’s 
other advantages, has well-organized, 
district-wide operation identify and 
bring out his voters organization 
boosted further the recent endorsement 
the Massachusetts AFL-CIO. 

The importance the campaigns’ get- 
out-the-vote organizations one thing 
everyone agrees on, with voter turnout 
expected low this special election. 
“The hard thing race like this get- 
ting people the polls,” says Shea. 

But Flaherty might have wild card 
his pocket: Alice Wolf. 

Wolf has not endorsed in the race — 
yet but several well-connected 
Cambridge political insiders tell the 
Phoenix that she wants Flaherty win. 
She may yet endorse him publicly, if he 
shows that has real chance suc- 
cess. After all, Wolf represents nine 
the Cambridge precincts the State 
Senate district, and some observers 
believe she could single-handedly cause 
Galluccio lose the city. 

Even that isn’t enough give 
Flaherty the victory, might hand 
Galluccio the defeat for which many 
Cambridge seem eager. Then again, 
Galluccio might get the votes needs 
the rest the district finally reach the 
next level with without his home 
town’s help.

Jack Kerouac was born in Lowell, 
Massachusetts, and would have died 
there, but for being off with his invalid 
mother on what biographer Ellis Amburn 
calls “one of their chronic alcoholic geo- 
graphics,” bleary thrusts around the con- 
tinent, living for no discernible reason in 
St. Petersburg, Florida, at the moment 
when his booze-besieged 47-year-old body 
finally burst and rejected all transfusions. 
Always a divided man, a dual nature: 
clutched at by Catholicism, ventilated by 
Buddhism, compassion-sodden and full of 
destruction. “Always considered writing 
my duty on earth,” he wrote in an author’s 
introduction to Lonesome Traveler. “Also the 
preachment of universal kindness, which 
hysterical critics have failed notice 
beneath frenetic activity of my true-story 
novels about the ‘beat’ generation. 
actually not ‘beat’ but strange solitary 
presence the highway? Let feel you, 
Jack. I’m waiting.

And the writing, all that hyped-up 
argy-bargy writing where 
did that go? Not into literature. As writers, 
the Beats influenced only themselves, and 
then, generally, for the worse. No — their 
stuff (uniquely for printed matter) went 
straight out into the ether where was 
received the young Lou Reed, the young 
Bob Dylan, the young Patti Smith, the 
young Jim Morrison, who read On the Road 
one sitting and then repeated the expe- 
rience the following day. Jack could really 
write (“Trumpets bit the drowsy air. . .” 
Beat that!) but what happened with his 
book wasn’t about good writing. Down 
Port Arthur, Texas, Janis Joplin saw some- 
thing about Kerouac in Time magazine: “I 
said ‘Wow!’ and split.” Sudden, total — 
like a command from within the brain. 
The images took form: the Creat World 
Snake that Sal mumbles of in On the Road, 
as a bedtime fancy to spook a lover, would 
soon be rasping its seven-mile length 
across the blown-mind landscape of the 
Doors’ “The End.” 

His Beat compadre Allen Ginsberg 
was wily and resilient, a survivor, but 
Jack himself was ill-fitted to lead this 
instantaneous prophet’s army. called 
the hippies “Communists” and with his 
drunk he’d bait Jews and gays, his 
ego full retreat. And couldn’t get 
the squares to like him either. As John 
Leland writes his excellent new book 
Why Kerouac Matters (Viking): 


One the first writers reach 
national audience through television, 
never mastered the concept small talk 
self-promotion. Instead, even media 
outlets considered hostile belittling, 
talked nakedly about drugs and God 
and faith, trusting that taken 
seriously. Often was drunk and sanc- 
timonious the same time, fascinating 
for his willingness to say inappropriate and 
self-damaging things. John

Spotted among Jack’s books the Boott 
Gallery, selection from his library: 
one copy Praying the Psalms Thomas 
Merton. Merton the Trappist monk, 
Franco-American like Jack and a jazz 
buff, too, taught as Jack was by the 
great Mark Van Doren at Columbia, with 
Jack’s same special love of Saint Therese 
of Lisieux and same keen mystical hun- 
ger for the East; Merton whose death by 
accidental electrocution Bangkok 
bathroom was like parody satori. The 
two men wanted meet but never did, 
the business getting anchorite to- 
gether with alcoholic presenting, 
doubt, certain logistical difficulties .. . 
Merton in his hut in Kentucky, Kerouac 
his cups. Jack was thwarted recluse 
himself, writing in Lonesome Traveler:

Merton was hardheaded 
and healthy, athlete contempla- 
tion. mysticalness was sloppier, 
greasier, goofier: was therefore less 
serious? Hell no. was life-and-death 
him, which he proved summarily by dy- 
ing of it. In 1968 he wrote “A Poem Dedi- 
cated Thomas Merton”: “Everybody 

is in/ the act/ from the point of view of 
Universality...” 

And with all this mind and 
footsore now I head out, down Father 
Morrisette Boulevard, named for Armand 
“Spike” Morrisette, lifelong priest

WHY MORE WRITERS SMART ENOUGH BEAUTIFUL, 


hen I saw Marisha Pessl in 

the New York Times Style Sec- 

tion, meticulously posed on 

antique chair wearing 

pair buttery leather high 
neels and a coy smile, I cringed. Pess] was 
for Special Topics Calamity 
*hysics, a Nabokovian coming-of-age mystery 
hat had become my favorite novel of the 
year before | had even finished it. Her story 
ollows Blue van Meer, an unlikely heroine 
who undergoes series personal transfor- 
nations — and one major physical alteration 
as well: the proverbial ugly duckling turned 
swan. While | was reading about Blue, I 
turned the book-jacket flap gape 
photo. She stared back me, 
Hepburn sweet black-and-white 
ones, someone who out place 
yn the Ford Models women’s board. Pessl 
was, in fact, also an actress and a model. And 
she had written Special Topics, a New YorkTimes 
»estseller, when she was only 25. But were 
fuck-me boots the author photo really 
1ecessary? 

Literature, unlike so many other media 
ndustries, is technically a meritocracy. But 
stop book marketers, bloggers, 
critics, and the literary community at large 
from collectively slobbering over pretty 
author. No, the literary rules changed ages 
ago. Books no longer need to be serious in 
order to be published; there are fewer and 
fewer venues available for reviews (rendering 
competition more intense with every passing 
season), and critics aren’t doing 
their job unless they are merciless. Perhaps 
aS a response to all of this, publishers have 
begun count their authors double- 
duty — to act as sex symbols as well. 

The definition beauty worship still 
but you thought phrases such 
as chick-lit or post-apocalyptic were annoy- 
ing, wait until bloggers and reviewers start 
pegging authors everything from “Lit 
Boys” (WASP-y Ivy League graduates with 
floppy hair written yet another 
coming-of-age book) and “literary wunder- 
kinds” (they’re changing the state fiction 
know it, right here, right now, grab 
your inhalers!) “literary ingénues” (so 
endearingly innocent they'll wrap you and 
your $24.95 hardcover book budget around 
their soft little finger). Armed with such 
superlatives, many of these writers go on 
to be inducted, from the first flush of their 
careers, into the postmodern canon Hot 
Young Authors. Every published writer is 
bound to receive a varying amount of raves 
and pans, sure, but this group special: 
each has been held scrutiny not sim- 
ply because the hype their books have 
received, but because it has been suggested 
that their youth and appearance have given 
them advantage that less striking yet 
more gifted writer would never achieve. 

Agents of do-me feminism, such as 
Naomi Wolf, Candace Bushnell, and Jane 
magazine, said was okay girly, 
confident, and full possession one’s 
wiles. And the publishing industry 
has made point effusively court good- 
looking male authors ever since Hemingway 
appeared the scene. But the post-do-me

ferninist, Potter publishing cli- 
mate, nobody can predict what the Next Big 
Thing will be. makes sense, you can’t 
force phenomenon, attract readers 
books the same way attract them 
another human being. Instead confining 
sex the text, publishers have been quietly 
whoring out their authors the best way 
they know how. 

“It’s incredibly difficult get anyone 
read, i.e. buy book, our joyously semi- 
literate age,” says Steve Almond, an 
Arlington-based writer and the author 
short story collections Life Heavy Metal, 
The Evil B.B. Chow, and the memoir Candyfreak. 

“It’s easy blame the folks publish- 
ing for being superficial and cynical,” says 
Almond. “But the fact is, it’s the culture 
large that enforces these values.” 

Writing and publishing are businesses. 
Literature still has sell. And when 
working book that competition 
with the other 170,000 tomes published each 
year, clawing for Amazon.com rankings, 
review coverage, and the hilariously impos- 
sible lottery Oprah’s Book Club, things can 
get ugly. Which why helps the author 
marketing is, well, pretty. 


LOOKING GOOD 

The publishing industry lot like Holly- 
wood: cruel, unpredictable, and rife with dis- 
illusionment. That doesn’t stop thousands 


hopefuls from wanting carve out their own 
stake it. Youth and aesthetics have always 
been major marketing currency that’s 
why coming-of-age novels will reinvented 
with every new generation. Nearly all the 
books the Hot Young Authors are this 
variety. Everyone needs write the book 
only they can write about what it’s like 
postmodern adolescent postmodern 
world dealing with the sorts postmodern 
problems that, inevitably, sound poetic in- 
stead horrifyingly awkward. 

“It’s easier life attractive. 
reductive but true,” says HarperCollins 
editor Gail Winston. “On the other hand, 

brilliant book author who not 
young and not attractive isn’t going fail. 
It’s just, think that those other books for 
those reasons, those authors maybe get 
little bit advantage.” 

Jonathan Safran Foer, the author 
Everything is Iuminated and Extremely Loud and 
Incredibly Close, one such example. Foer, 
30, wrote 2002’s Illuminated as a Princeton 
undergrad. caused uproar when 
was published: much fuss was 
over Foer’s age his writing. was 
young — very young, even by the industry’s 
standards. was also the definition 
nerd-handsome. Wire-frame glasses, a sig- 
nificant smirk, crisp button-downs paired 
with frayed jeans. Did his age and his looks 
get him his contract? Probably not, but it 


certainly didn’t make harder for him. 
And nobody was surprised when married 
Nicole Krauss, a Stanford grad, novelist, 
poet, and dark-haired beauty from Long 
Island. Aww. Two literary wunderkinds 
overpriced Brooklyn pod. 

In a New York Press review of Extremely Loud 
and Incredibly Close (which well 
received as Illuminated), Harry Siegel lynched 
Foer for being, as he described it, “willfully 
young.” Krauss’s debut, Man Walks Into a 
Room, was published 2002 well, and 
the time her second novel, The History Love, 
came out in 2005, at the very same time 
as Foer’s Extremely Loud, the backlash to the 
backlash had become even more meta. Both 
books featured similar plots and books-within- 
a-book; and MediaBistro.com even asked 
whether the couple had planned 
cute postmodern joke” between themselves. 
like some kind pre-packaged 
setup and punch line for critics tap into 
they saw fit. 

Winston, who acquired the paperback 
reprint rights says she fell 
love with and not because 
Foer’s looks. However, Winston notes that 
isn’t enough these days for something 
just work the page. “If you find out, 
say, from the agent, that the person also 
extremely attractive and really young. . .

Sometimes, though, it’s about being 
the right place the right time. Nell 
Freudenberger, 31, had a particularly aus- 
picious introduction. While toiling 
editorial assistant for the New Yorker, fic- 
tion editor Bill Buford discovered she wrote 
short stories, and published one them 
the magazine’s 2001 Summer Fiction 
issue. Every writer featured that issue 
was photographed, but Freudenberger’s 
picture was especially flattering. Given that 
she is naturally stunning, this isn’t a dif- 
ficult feat. there she was, posed top 
ment, appearing equal parts serious and 
sensual with her slender figure, large eyes, 
and pert nose. The debate began over her 
story: was really good enough for the New 
Yorker? Was included because her insider 
status? Then, quickly, the topic switched 
Freudenberger’s looks. Did her heavy 
eyelashes and searching expression sell her 
piece? 

After her story ran, Freudenberger pub- 
lished her first collection, Lucky Girls, which 
received favorable reception and was 
reviewed publications ranging from Vogue 
to The New York Times Book Review. In her par- 
ticularly snide Salon piece, Curtis Sittenfeld, 
lowa Writer’s Workshop graduate and 
the author Prep, felt her duty take 
Freudenberger task. Sittenfeld’s review, 
entitled “Too Young, Too Pretty, Too 
Successful,” doled out series viciously 
back-handed compliments her 
opinion about the book which she admit- 
ted liking, just not “loving.” “It would

overstating it, but not by much, to say that 
you could see down her shirt,” Sittenfeld 
declared the New Yorker photograph, and 
admitted hating Freudenberger for what 
she stood for. She then sarcastically derided 
Freudenberger’s decision to turn down a 
reported $500,000 offered during bidding 
war for reported $100,000 from Ecco, 
HarperCollins imprint: “Meaning she was, 
like, virtuous and un-greedy top every- 
thing else was sickening!” 

Lucky Girls still won the PEN/Malamud 
award, though Freudenberger’s sophomore 
novel, The Dissident, about a Chinese perfor- 
mance artist, garnered a few wishy-washy 
reviews and only scored a 5.6 on Metacritic. 
The curse the sophomore effort doesn’t 
just apply bands: critics mused that 
Freudenberger had fallen prey to a classic 
trap, and that The Dissident’s failings were a 
result of Freudenberger’s being pushed too 
fast and too hard. She was talented, yes. Yet 
given that she was also young and pretty, 
and therefore especially desirable publish- 
ers, had she been force-fed on the public as 
a kind of artificial success, one that couldn’t 
help her growth writer? secured 
her good fortune. But did she deserve it? Did 
she earn it? 

“The combination fair-to-middling 
or even strong but underdeveloped — talent 
with attractiveness and youth seems 
eternal catnip publishers, not reading 
audiences, and I think that’s a shame,” says 
Emily Gould, Gawker’s co-editor and a for- 
mer associate editor at Hyperion. Gould, who 
has co-written a young-adult novel titled 
Hex looks like Harry Potter’s Emma 
Watson might 10 years from now. She com- 
poses many Cawker’s posts the current 
stable of Hot Young Authors, commenting 
recent mainstream media frenzies regard- 
ing literary merit versus a writer’s physical 
appearance. “What deeply, passionately 
opposed to,” Gould says, “is all the ridicu- 
lous praise that’s heaped just-okay books

With food this good, you mind the bulge 


FISH The scrod sweet, and tasty. 


Two trends are currently sweeping 

through the food universe: lavishly 
upscale steak houses and modest bistros 
featuring local produce. But local produce is 
at its peak right now, and steaks age well, 
so you may as well head for the bistros. 
Certainly Potbellies (which only seats about 
20, don’t all rush there tonight) rolling 
with the tomatoes and green beans, serving 
excellent comfort food at diner prices. But 
this diner-cum-bistro also illustrates one 
Nadeau’s old adages: the worse it looks, the 
better it tastes. 

Actually, Potbellies’ platters do have a 
certain minimalist chic, though not a lot of 
time is spent on garnishes or sauces, so your 
food tastes like food. good thing. 

For example, the tomato salad ($6) 
brings simple tomatoes, not heirlooms, 
selected for ripeness and enhanced with 
just enough Italian-table-cheese shavings, 
balsamic vinegar, and red onion. There’s 
nothing clever about the Caesar salad ($6), 
either, except its freshness. And an order of 
spicy green beans ($5), cooked in some red 
oil and garlic, has kind Asian theme. 

A heap of mussels ($9) were season- 
ally small they spawn the summer 
months but were fresh and done 
garlicky wine soup. was served with 
slices of fluffy white Italian bread, perfect 
for dipping, so you're not in want of ol- 
ive oil butter. Fried calamari ($8) came 
fresh and hot, with fried peperoncini and 
sharp salsa-like dip. And perhaps the most 
pleasant surprise all was the chili ($5). 
Although involves tomatoes, onions, and 
hamburger (all banned from my own chili 
pot), it wasn’t overly sweet or overly spiced, 
and thought was rather good. 

Main dishes begin with sandwiches 
low $6, and top out with $18 steak. This 


is a flatiron chuck steak, usually rubbed with 
spices, but our night there was special with 
a soy marinade, so that’s what we had. It was 
cooked to order, full of flavor, and served with 
two side dishes. My favorite side was a carrot- 
fennel salad in sweet vinegar, like Japanese 
pickles. (East Coast Grill’s Chris Schlesinger 
himself couldn’t have done much better.) 
Cucumbers in vinegar were also very good. 
Mashed potatoes were honest but a little dull, 
and broccoli rabe was killer, seasoned with 
garlic and salt. A roasted half chicken ($12) 
was somewhere between diner- and bistro- 
quality fare — impeccably cooked with a crisp 
skin and tender meat throughout, but un- 
imaginatively seasoned. One almost wanted 
gloopy gravy, as with the potatoes. 

As for the fish, mako ($14) was a lovely 
piece, lighter and tastier than most commer- 
cial swordfish steaks, and served with a dab 
mint chutney rare bistro gesture for 
Potbellies. Scrod ($12) was the sweet local stuff, 
and also very nice. 

Much of what was once considered to be 
strictly Italian food now has found its place 
on American comfort-food menus. True to 
its name, both such dishes I tried here were 
as comforting as could be. Cheese ravioli ($9) 
brought pillows ricotta with bit livelier 
tomato sauce than you might make at home, 
and were much improved by shavings of that 
table cheese. And pasta Bolognese ($12), which 
used ziti instead, had average meat sauce. 
But then again, great Bolognese is hard to 
find, this still pretty good dish. 

few wines are available, many which 
can startlingly cheap. ordered glass 
Condesa Leganza ($4.25), made from 
tempranillo grapes Mancha, Spain. 
may be the last glass of restaurant wine un- 
der $5 in the United States. Of course, it was 
served in the same small tumbler as the water, 


so it didn’t have much nose, but it was entirely 
drinkable. The water service is excellent, since 
you refill your own glass from a carafe on the 
table. And decaf coffee ($1.75) was also excellent. 
But tea ($1.75) — as you might expect — lacked 
presentation: it was a bag steeped in a mug of 
hot water. 

There was only one dessert, a lemon-berry 
cake ($5): a big slice of the old-fashioned yellow 
variety, with white icing, and lemon and berries 
sandwiched between the layers. For a diner, it 
was an outstanding dessert. 

One waiter serves all at Potbellies, but seemed 
as comfortable with our multi-course trial as 
with slapping down a sandwich for a hungry 
trucker. Overall, the service was excellent. 

The décor matches the bistro-diner straddle 
of the menu, with ochre and black walls and 
just enough stainless steel to hint at the for- 
mer, and white quarry-tile floors and black 
tables to pull it toward the latter. Despite 
these efforts, there tends not to be enough 
people for measurable atmosphere. The old 
soul-music tape in the background is just 
dandy, however, and most other diners I saw 
were young couples from the new South Bos- 
ton, perhaps the artists’ lofts the north. 
Someone coming off a shift at Gillette would 
fit right in as well, though, and dine happily. 


review food, not film, but people have 
been asking me about Ratatouille, so I fi- 
nally got around checking out. It’s lots 
fun, and remarkably insightful about 
restaurants, with the tiny but fascinating 
exception the title dish. certainly hope 
that restaurant owners believe critics an- 
nounce themselves, are cadaverously thin, 
and sound like Peter O’Toole, since lam 

not much like that and want remain 
anonymous, But, in actuality, the dish that 
named the film and charmed the critic looks 
more like the homely peasant stew glimpsed 
the flashback than the elaborately decora- 
tive cake that serves the piéce résistance.

Use the 
recipe the late Richard Olney, get thee 
the farmer’s market, spare the squash, and 
your ratatouille will please even the cadaver- 
ous gourmets who sound like O’Toole.

The “New Crowned Hope” festival, with 
which theater director Peter Sellars helped 
Vienna celebrate Mozart’s 250th birthday 
last year, produced six features and short 
that, having made the rounds film fes- 
tivals over the past year, now reach the 
MFA. Sellars said wanted films from 
around the world that reflected the late- 
Mozartian themes “magic and transfor- 
mation, truth and reconciliation, and cer- 
emonies for the dead.” could have been 
green light for the kind prim grandi- 
osity that has characterized Sellars’s own 
work. Fortunately, Simon Field and Keith 
Griffiths, who commissioned the series, 
found four directors who responded the 
call with brilliant films. 

The masterpiece among them, Api- 
chatpong Weerasethakul’s SYNDROMES 
AND A CENTURY (September 5, 7, 8, 9, and 
13), examines life two Thai hospitals, 
the first in the country, the second in 
the city. The second part begins dis- 
torted recollection the first, repeating 
its initial situation peculiar interview 
between two doctors). Then new lines 
are followed, and old connections are 
missed: lovesick man longer dares 
speak his beloved, who now sits her 
desk alone; monk and dentist fail 
discover each other’s shared musical in- 
terests but are now merely present within 
the same frame patient and doctor. 
The narrative structure helps ensure that 
everything seen from the point 
view someone who doesn’t know the 
before and after scene but knows only 
the parallel the scene. 

The tremendous beauty the film 
comes from its calm acceptance the loss 
contact acceptance that alsoa 
subversion.

Al- 
though the film seems adrift, every scene

Invisible Wings, plus Henri Oguike and Bridgman/Packer Jacob’s Pillow

ometimes can understand his- 
torical truth better when it’s con- 
veyed as theater. At least, that’s the 
premise of Joanna Haigood’s Invisible 
Wings, which returned to Jacob’s Pil- 
low last week. all know the sorry chapter 
of slavery in America, and the redemptive 
verses written by the abolitionists who 
helped slaves escape their masters by pass- 
ing them through networks of safe houses 
until they reached free territory. Rather than 
try to document this vast and tragic story, 
ble Wings evokes its pathos, in vivid, 
almost archetypal scenes set against a back- 
ground of musical and narrative folklore. 
The idea for the piece which was com- 
missioned by Jacob’s Pillow and was first 
presented there in 1998 — came from the dis- 
covery that the Carter farm, which the Pil- 
low now situated, was way station along 
the slaves’ escape route. Several igth-century 
buildings belonging to the Carter family are 
still in use at the Pillow. Haigood’s research 
apparently didn’t turn up a lot of specifics 


about the Carter family’s involvement in 


the banned activities of the underground 
railroad, so her piece became a series of im- 
pressions, dramatizations of slave life in the 
South and the flight freedom that often 
led fugitive’s recapture death. some 
ways, the piece derives from the tradition of 
American pageantry, where a community 
celebrated local or patriotic events with re- 
alistic re-creations and allegorical tableaux, 
accompanied music and dancing. 

Rather than use the active spaces 
Jacob’s Pillow itself, now so heavily imprint- 
ed with the buzz of summer-festival life, 
Haigood laid out Invisible Wings the out- 
back, away from the present-day amenities 
familiar the audience. Starting dusk, 
make our way single file through the 
woods. Trying not to stumble on the trail, 
tree, a woman huddled under a low bush, a 
flash movement that could creature 
person. 

Then we're out in the open, on the edge 
of a field, where black women are hawking 
their wares at makeshift stalls: vegetables, 
firewood, brooms made of twigs. They sing 
spirituals and work songs. A boy jumps up 
on a stall and does an impromptu jig. A 
white woman comes out of the crowd and 
buys a broom. Later, her husband yanks

She imagines 
a carnival contest between 
the successful black dancer 
Master Juba and a mock- 
ing imitator in blackface, 
Tom “Jim Crow” Rice. The 
slave owner seduces his 
defenseless black servants, 
and his wife cracks whip terrifying fit 
rage. Many these scenes are enacted 
the roof the barn, glare white light. 
The characters climb up ladders to get there, 
and they hang upside down when they’ve 
been caught. 

Throughout all this, there’s singing 
Linda Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choir 
of San Francisco.

Hubbard Street Dance Chicago proved 
a worthy finale for Jacob’s Pillow 

Dance Festival’s 75th-anniversary season. 
Directed by Jim Vincent, HSDC is a well- 
trained and versatile troupe whose danc- 
ers are also beautiful performers works 
from today’s best global choreographers. 
Many American modern-dance companies 
present only the works their eponymous 
choreographer; HSDC allowed us to sample 
from an international menu. Still, five 
dances on one program would have been 
too much digest not for the quality 
the works and the engaging and proficient 
elegance the dancers. This program had 
excess visual similarities, mostly 
lighting design and costuming. 

The program opened with Twyla 
Tharp’s 1979 classic Baker’s Dozen, still lucky, 
still fresh. dancer slithers into pirou- 
ette and then pops out into cartwheel, 
and might from there pulled off stage 
most awkward position crouched 
heels but with catbird-seat smile. 
Some companies adopt nonchalant 
mien when performing Tharp dances, and 
though that complements the shruggish 
slink and easygoing athleticism her 
movement, HSDC’s joie de vivre shows 
Dozen from another angle. The jokes 
are still there the exiting and entering 
shenanigans, the duets complicated into 
trios (nonplussing the men but tickling 
the women) and are the out-of-no-

In 2004, Jane Walsh of Cloucester’s official 
archives committee did quick Web geneal- 
ogy search on i9th-century Gloucester marine 
painter Fitz Hugh Lane. Her inquiry was 
prompted by a lecture in which eminent art 
historian John Wilmerding had discussed one 
of the persistent Lane mysteries: why, when 
he was a young boy, did the artist change his 
name from Nathaniel Rogers Lane. 

Up popped Lane’s request to change his 
name to Fitz Henry Lane. Walsh and her com- 
mittee comrades figured “Henry” must be a 
mistake, a typo maybe. Still, it was an error 
they came across with some frequency in 
Lane records. And so they visited the state 
archives in Boston to look at Lane’s actual 
petition. 

“And sure enough, there was: Nathan- 
iel Rogers Lane writing in to ask if he could 
have his name changed to Fitz Henry Lane,” 
says co-chair Sarah Dunlap. They realized 
that Lane had always been Fitz Henry. Fitz 
Hugh was the error. 

The report the discovery Dunlap 
and Cape Ann Historical Museum librarian/ 
archivist Stephanie Buck the February 
2005 issue the Essex Genealogist heralded 
a new body of Lane research. Last year, 
Gloucester historian James Craig published 
Fitz H. Lane: An Artist's Voyage Through Nineteenth- 
Century America (History Press), biography 
that provides new insight into Lane’s 
involvement with the Transcendentalist, 
Spiritualist, and Temperance movements. 
Craig even turns brief mention that 
could proof that Lane taught New Bed- 
ford marine painter William Bradford. Also 
last year, the staff the Museum Fine 
Arts Boston made the case that Lane used 
lens known camera lucida help 
him trace the contours landscapes onto 
his sketches and paintings. This fall, Dun- 
lap and Buck are planning publish book 
Lane’s years Gloucester. Wilmerding, 
meanwhile, has assembled 50 artworks for 
the Cape Ann Historical current 
exhibit “Fitz Henry Lane & Mary Blood Mel- 
len: Old Mysteries and New Discoveries,” 
which looks Lane’s artistic relationship 
with one his chief students.

“Fitz Henry Lane & Mary Blood Mellen” 
intriguing scholarly exhibit that hangs

It’s not con- 
vincing explanation: were asked be- 
lieve that, first, that a close friend “signed” 
the painting, and, second, that this friend 
even get the artist’s name right. 
this matter, but he did answer some ques- 
tions via letter. response: “When first 


looked at the signature on the Sweepstakes, 

said was unmistakably Lane’s hand, 
but being such anomaly, had expla- 
nation for it (not thinking of the obvious!).” 

Lane (1804-1865) was uneven artist, 
but his best painted bustling harbors, 
shores, and great open skies suffused 
with a curious stillness, like frozen memo- 
ries. What stands out his attention the 
way light breaks through clouds and falls 
sails and waves. The Western Shore with 
Woe (circa 1862) arrestingly calm depic- 
tion glassy smooth low tide lapping 
against curve rocky Gloucester beach 
under pink fluffy clouds. Mary Blood Mellen 
(1819-1886) struggles keep up. Their dif- 
ferences are palpable the Cape Ann show. 
Lane generally crisper, more specific. Mel- 
len mushier and softer; her paint tends 
bit thicker. His rigging precise; hers 
suggested. His boats float convincingly 
the water; hers sit unnaturally high.

Because Wilmerding has long been the 
authoritative source on Lane, it’s his work 
that much the new information cor- 
recting. James Craig began studying Lane 
2004 was preparing give lectures 
that July the Cape Ann Historical Mu- 
seum, where was then curator.

Craig checked source for 
the statement that Lane’s ancestors “were 
among the first settlers Gloucester 
1623”; what the book actually said, dis- 
covered, was that the first Lane come 
to Gloucester wasn’t born till a generation 
later. Then there was Wilmerding’s state- 
ment about the boy Lane that, “disliking 
his name, had changed Fitz Hugh 
soon was able.” Craig says this 
never made sense him, and indeed, 
archives committee learned 
that Lane didn’t change his name Fitz 
Henry till he was in his late 20s. FitzH. 
Lane also argues that there’s record 
support Wilmerding’s report the gram- 
mar school Lane attended, and no reason 
believe Wilmerding’s assertion that the 
design for Lane’s Gloucester home was in- 
spired Nathaniel Hawthorne’s The House 
Seven Gables, book that wasn’t published 
until year after Lane moved in. The Sa- 
lem house that inspired Hawthorne had, 
Craig adds, just three gables during Lane’s 
lifetime. 

There are also questions attribution. 
painting steamship, “Unicorn” Salem 
Harbor, described Wilmerding one 
Lane’s earliest known oils. Craig detects 
stylistic discrepancies, and notes that 
between the 1970s, when it was advertised 
for sale, and 2000, when it was also of- 
fered, conservation appears have taken 
place: smoke has disappeared from the 
boat’s stack and suspiciously Dutch (and 
thus un-Lane) leeboard has appeared the 
side second boat. 

Craig isn’t the only one finding mis- 
takes. Drawing the diaries Lane’s 
patron Samuel Sawyer, Wilmerding wrote 
that French artist Rosa Bonheur visited 
Sawyer in Gloucester in 1861, and that, Saw- 
yer noted, she “presented with large 


and beautiful Bull Calf.” Mary Rhinelander 
McCarl, volunteer the Cape Ann Histor- 
ical Museum who has been transcribing the 
diaries, tells that Sawyer was actually 
writing about his Jersey cow, which he’d 
named after Bonheur. 

2003, the Cape Ann Historical Mu- 
seum acquired pair portraits that 
were attributed Lane and said depict 
Joseph Stevens and his wife. Wilmerding 
had written previous owner: “Short 
firsthand look the portrait does indeed 
seem from Lane’s hand. While 
cruder than his familiar marine scenes, 
very much like the few known portraits 
that did do.” But photo Stevens 
has turned that doesn’t resemble the 
man the painting. And infrared scans 
by Cleveland Museum of Art conservator 
Marcia Steele find “very minimal, any 
underdrawing.” Lane usually made “ex- 
tensive underdrawing his paintings. 
was meticulous.” This doesn’t prove that 
the portraits aren’t Lane perhaps 
used different technique for his rare por- 
traits — but it raises doubts. 

Wilmerding chalks many his er- 
rors information “which was not avail- 
able accessible when started work 
some years ago.” declined com- 
ment Craig’s findings, instead referring 
Lisa Peters New Spanier- 
man Gallery, who was his research assis- 
tant for the Lane/Mellen catalogue. (“Fitz 
Henry Lane Mary Blood Mellen” moves 
the Spanierman starting October 7.) Peters 
says that read and used 
with extreme caution due problems 
scholarship, methodology, and issues 
accuracy (and innuendo).” Her complaints 
turned out primarily about Craig’s 
style, clarity, emphasis, and extent 
documentation.

This not say that Craig error-free.

Sitting 
sunlight the right-field roof deck, chat- 
ting each prospective paramour over 
beer while paying sporadic attention 
the on-field happenings, the love seeker 
faced with choice during the seventh-in- 
ning stretch: which suitor will he/she be 
sitting with when the final out recorded? 

For Laurie, 33-year-old financier who 
commutes between Boston and the Evil 
Empire, the choice tough one. Tim, the 
software salesman with the wide smile and 
quiet confidence? maybe Josh, vanilla 
golf pro with faux hawk, who still counts 
seventh-grade smooch his Top kiss 
list. Perhaps goofy, hipster-ish Micah, 
stand-up comedian who can nonetheless 
claim he’s got face pretty 
soul” without falling over laughing.

The amazing art ‘Mingering Mike’

any true vinyl obsessive, rare musi- 
cal artifact and the story behind 
often compelling the sound its 
grooves. The Beatles’ quickly withdrawn 
“Butcher Cover” is a far more interesting, 
and valuable, find than the version the 
American release of Yesterday and Today. 

the case the soul artist named 
“Mingering Mike” Stevens whose album 
covers have come regarded prized 
pieces of folk art, and who is the subject of 
the new book Mingering Mike— there exists 
little actual audio all. Here was mas- 
termind behind some 50 albums, as many 
singles, and 35 record labels — but almost 
nothing that could have been played 
stereo system. 

Still, albums can connect with people 
more ways than one. And sometimes 
the sound produces just one 
those ways. Shared obsession is another. 
That’s what connects Mingering Mike, 
who had vanished for decades, with pri- 
vate detective from DC. Dori Hadar found 
Mingering Mike, and his journey led toa 
poignant book this first-time author. 

all began cold December morn- 
ing 2003. Hadar, criminal investiga- 
tor day and night, was wading 
through bins old LPs flea mar- 
ket. long-time crate digger addicted 
the thrill the hunt and the buzz 
discovery, had amassed tons rare 
titles over the years. “For me, it’s all about 
finding the weirdest record,” says now 
over the phone from DC. 

What stumbled that day was bi- 
treasure trove. The first the stack 
was The Mingering Mike Show Live from the 
Howard Theater, and it was just one of dozens 
with the Mingering Mixe moniker. Hand- 
drawn and colored, these covers depicted 
assortment African-American artists 
besides Mike: “Audio Andre,” “Joseph War,” 
“The Big D,” “Rambling Ralph.” Hadar’s 
further bafflement, the LPs themselves 
were made cardboard, with hand-drawn 
and painted grooves circling array 
homemade labels he’d never heard of: Tip 
the Hat, Mother Goose, Hypnotic, Sex, 
and, yes, Fake Records. 

pulling out these records and 


there’s one called Brother the Dragon, and 
it’s like kung soundtrack, but the 
record made out cardboard,” Hadar 
recalls. “My initial thought was that 
must have been some high-school art proj- 
ect, but there were too many of them. And 
then I thought, maybe these are sketches 
prototypes for albums that were the 
works, I didn’t understand at all, but they 
were detailed and cool, there was 
way was going pass them. way.” 

Stumped, Hadar posted scans the 
covers the on-line record-collecting site 
and soon began receiv- 
ing responses from equally intrigued vinyl 
junkies. One came from Frank Beylotte, 
acquaintance from who had been 
the same flea market and had picked 
stack of cardboard 45s by Mingering Mike. 
Beylotte and Hadar later found out that the 
stash had come from the storage unit 
one Mike Stevens, whose “LPs” and other 
valuables had been auctioned off after he’d 
fallen behind his rent. 

After scouring everything from old 
bills court records found the storage 
unit, the two men hit paydirt the day 
they knocked the door apartment 
complex not half-mile from where the 
flea market took place. When fiftysome- 
thing man warily answered, Hadar knew 
was standing face face with Minger- 
ing Mike. “He was extremely suspicious 
us,” Hadar remembers, adding that even 
now, Mike prefers to remain anonymous, 
shunning the publicity that has come

the wake the discovery his art. But 
eventually did agree talk Hadar 
and Beylotte about the prolific, wholly 
imaginary career Mingering Mike. 

This conversation became the spring- 
board for Hadar’s book. The lavishly il- 
lustrated volume reproduces the best 
covers and homemade discs, 
and includes discography his exten- 
sive ceuvre. There’s preface former 
New York Times pop critic Neil Strauss, who 
helped break Mike’s story, and incisive 
afterword curator Jane Livingston that 
examines Mingering Mike’s place self- 
taught African-American folk artist be- 
longing tradition that includes Sister 
Gertrude sculptures and paint- 
ings and the quilters Gee’s Bend. 

Raised his older brothers, sisters, 
and cousins after his mother died 
leukemia and his father vanished, Stevens 
lost himself his art early age. En- 
thralled music, began writing lyrics 
the songs heard his head his 
teens and even taped rudimentary versions 
some these songs reel-to-reel 
recorder. conjured roster artists. 
His artwork reflects rich interior dialogue 
with imaginary audience, dialogue 
refracted through the prism the turbu- 
lent era which Mike came age. “Min- 
gering,” explained Hadar, came from 
conflation the words “mingling” and 
“merging” and “had nice ring it.” 

reclusive was, the events 
the outside world found him. After being

drafted during the height the Vietnam 
War, Stevens went AWOL. Terrified he’d be 
arrested, he rarely left his house, immers- 
ing himself deeper still in his make-believe 
empire. And was devastated the dis- 
covery, nearly two decades later, that his 
albums might have been lost forever. 

But thanks modern technology, Min- 
gering Mike, imaginary soul superstar, 
now quite real. Fan letters and messages 
pour rapidly expanding multimedia 
Mingering Mike Web site (www. minger- 
ingmike.com), and Hadar — who has since 
become Mike’s manager has been field- 
ing film and documentary offers. “It’s hard 
not fall love with him. Throughout 
all of the albums, there’s a consistent mes- 
sage unity and togetherness that’s 
what’s inspiring about much it. 
Really, the guy is all love. He works as a se- 
curity guard old-age home, and he’s 
constantly making mix CDs and writing 
poetry and songs for people.”

hen Casey Crescenzo, front- 
man of the Dear Hunter, 
was kid, gave Nirvana 
a shot. It didn’t take. “I 
think I tried to rebel,” he 
recalls over the phone from Nebraska, on 
a tour that brings the Dear Hunter to Axis 
this Thursday. “I was part of that whole ad- 
olescent community who listened to music 
that was the opposite of the music their 
parents listened to. remember distinctly 
thinking that this music is very bad.” 

Well, maybe not Nirvana in particular, 
but the avalanche of so-called alt-rock that 
followed in Nevermind’s wake. Whereas the 
prog-rock and jazz fusion he was treated 
his father producer/studio musi- 
cian who worked engineer albums 
by Fleetwood Mac and Crosby, Stills and 
Nash — would serve Crescenzo well. So 
would the training in vocal harmony he 
received from his mother.

The 
Ramones would spend the better part 
their long career wondering why the world 
wouldn't take the delicious bait; the Clash 
opened up, traipsing the world for radical 
sounds before fatefully daring combat 
rock its home turf. befits prin- 
cipled radicalism and these very different 
times, Against Me! search for storied third 
way, sounding more defiantly punk per- 
haps more stereotypically punk even 
they reach out the rock mainstream. 

Which prompts the question, what rock 
mainstream? New Wave “the rare album 
that’s likely appeal 14-year-old bud- 
nostalgists,” opines Brian Raferty Spin. 
just plausible its opposite. Leg- 
endary producer Butch Vig works his com- 
pression magic from start finish, drown- 
ing the big-guitar/tiny-amp sound that once 
built the band’s “folk-punk” fan base. 
one Internet poster recently com- 
plained that New music “rapes” the 
lyrics but hear it, the production helps 
deliver the band’s dense screeds. line like 
“Derived influence style dress” should 
musically unscannable, yet the tune’s 
headlong rush polishes smooth Paul 
Krugman editorial. 

Except that Paul Krug- 
man doesn’t make the polit- 
ical doggedly personal 
Gabel, who writes about the 
honorable futility pro- 
test songs, the honorably 
punkette, the dishonorable 
behavior “American’s 
Abroad,” all from the point 
view both observer 
and analyst.

ometime, perhaps around 1994, 
somebody noticed that when Pink 
Floyd's Dark Side of the Moon plays 
alongside muted VHS The Wizard 
(the album beginning the 
third roar, the film being the 
30 frames/second NTSC American version), 
1 number of strange coincidences occur. 
the “Time” guitar solo, the fortune 
teller’s sign is shown with the words “Past 
?resent and Future”; the cash register 
sounds in “Money” just when Oz goes 
“Brain Damage” starts right 
around when the Scarecrow sings “If Only 
Had a Brain”; the album's final heartbeats 
some right when Dorothy ears up to the 
fin Man's thoracic cavity. There are more 
chan 100 instances of meaningful synch, 
and spirited debate continues over what 
should play after DSotM finishes its first 
teration. (The movie outlasts the music, 
30 one either puts DSotM on repeat or plays 
4nimals and then tracks two through five 
of Meddle.) That the band and its producer, 
Alan Parsons, have denied any intentional 
synchronicity has only furthered the fanati- 
some deep the cult believe that the 
“Dark Side of the Rainbow” is, among other 
things, an expression of “the collective sub- 
conscious of humanity.” 

Consider the spirituality with which 
people can imbue coincidence, and the vast 
amounts of audio and video content avail- 
able on the Internet, and the Internet’s 
movement away from traditional one-way 
models of content generation and con- 
sumption and toward those that democra- 
tize media and thrive on user interactivity. 
Suddenly it’s not too difficult to sense the 
pending explosion of on-line video remixes. 
Allowing users upload audio and video 
via YouTube the interactive Flash video 
format was the first step. The next, the one 
we're about to see, the one that will further 
both the legal and zsthetic woes and wows 
the first, the providing users with 
tools to clone, edit, post-produce, and reap- 
propriate the works others, with poten- 
tially unprecedented ease and speed. 

In mid June, YouTube launched the You- 
Tube Remixer, a free, stripped-down editing 
program powered the Adobe Premiere 
Express engine. And that was three months 
after Photobucket had partnered with Adobe 
provide more less the same “remix and 
mash-up service,” with crucial additional 
feature that allows users import other

video sites Gotoit, Jumpshot, and Flektor 
all have similar fairly intuitive Web-based 
programs that give users the ability im- 
port, cut, effect, and audio-synch footage 
from their own sites. None is as stable or as 
feature-packed as, say, Apple’s desktop pro- 
gram iMovie, but the significant advantage 
the Web-based tools have over iMovie is that 
they are fully integrated with the content 
and the distribution, and they eliminate 
the physical and technological difficulties 
involved working with others’ footage 

— they’re just right there. 

If amateurs don’t aspire to the creative 
possibilities of easy AV mash-ups, they at 
least have incentive in the firecracker fame 
these videos tend to achieve. Some of You- 
Tube’s most-clicked videos are meticulously 
edited remixes disparate song and show. 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles pop- 
rock tour footage was rejiggered for hard- 
core song by Throwdown. Charlie Brown 
and friends perform “Hey Ya.” 
Pulp Fiction trailer is redone with the faces of 
Samuel Jackson and John Travolta replaced 
by Muppets, and a fan video of Brooklyn 
disco band Escort’s song “All Through the 
Night” consists entirely Muppets danc- 
ing and lip-synching along. Anime also 
serves as AV mash-up fodder, since many 
fans cannot understand the Japanese dia- 
logue and compensate soundtracking 
the clips themselves. Remixers have set 
dancing avatars from the video game World 


Warcraft pretty much everything from 
“Toxic” Electric Slide” and directly 
incorporated them into sequences from Na- 
poleon Dynamite and Saturday Night Fever. 

Short on smarts, these videos are often 
massive technical feats. The footage first 
must be acquired, which can be tough, and 
then manipulated in order to match — for 
example, the lyrics song the facial 
contortions of its new speaker. The program 
that eases both these burdens likely 
become the most popular and, with more 
users, drive more content to itself. Because 
they have the biggest content pools, the 
Adobe engine YouTube and Photobucket 
offer is relatively slow and unstable, and 
YouTube doesn’t even allow its users to clone 
other users’ content, possibly because owner 
Google still settling its case with Viacom. 
Flektor, which Fox Interactive Media bought 
one fell swoop with Photobucket, can 
import media from both YouTube and Pho- 
tobucket and has faster and more intuitive 
editing tools. deal with 
EMI and Fox/Photobucket’s partnership 
with alt-distributor Pump Audio mean their 
respective users could have legal access 
thousands songs for their mash-ups 
possibility that has the double effect driv- 
ing traffic and easing copyright concerns. 

Whichever one takes off, its real function- 
al worth will be memetic — that is, the rapid, 
hyperviral way which the Internet can 
turn its accidental oddities into international 


in-jokes. One recent meme came out deep- 
throated singer-songwriter Tay Zonday’s 
karaoke performances Gonna Give 
You Up” and original called “Chocolate 
Rain.” Soon after he’d uploaded the video 
onto YouTube, others were ripping the audio 
from and incorporating into remixes: 
“Chocolate Rain” performed Darth Vader; 
eight-bit remix that used footage from the 
Nintendo game Mega Man.

extent which they are perfectly matched 
the extent which all the noise elimi- 
nated and only the synchronicities remain. 
Think back the effort entailed noting the 
coincidences between DSotM and The Wizard 
of Oz. Each work itself is so rich, so complex, 
that interpretations their coincidences, 
however unintended meaningless, might 
made endlessly.

HOT STOVE, COOL MUSIC 


THE LEGENDS SUMMER 
FENWAY PARK AUGUST 


It’s not often one gets audience with Red Sox Theo 
Epstein and ESPN baseball analyst Peter Gammons. And it’s 
rarer still that soul singer Jon 
Legend takes the stage after minute Q&A marked 
queries about whether Dustin Pedroia (the Sox’s diminutive, 
big-bat wielding second baseman) will named rookie 
the year and what might take for right Drew 
break out batting slump that has him hitting for av- 
erage but with noticeable lack passion. The Gammons 
remedy for Drew: “He needs start driving the ball right 
center like he did in LA.” Was J.D. listening? The home run 
hit Sunday against the White Sox was left center. 

That open was nonetheless one the highlights 
last Friday’s third annual “Hot Stove, Cool Music”

Indeed, the modern incarnation 
Stove, Cool Music” did begin the winter months, 
first with the release compilation local Sox fan/label 
owner Mark Kates his Fenway Recordings, and then with 
a show that included several Red Sox players (Bronson Arroyo, 
for one) and Epstein himself performing bill with local 
heavy hitters like Kay Hanley and Buffalo Tom the Paradise.

the early "80s, Editors singer Tom 
Smith sounds old before his time, 
preoccupied as he is with our precar- 
ious mortal coil. “In the end, all you 
can hope for is the love you felt to 
equal the pain you've gone through” 
(“Bones”), he bellows in that proud, 
clarion voice that — along with Chris 
Urbanowicz’s unctuous guitar back- 
drops, which are rich in magnetic 
melodies that soar even as Smith 
descends — can’t help reinforcing 
comparisons with early Echo and 
the Bunnymen. The slow-moving, 
majestic soundscape of the aptly 
titled “The Weight of the World” (Q: 
Who titles a song “The Weight of 
the World” with no tongue in cheek? 
A: Editors) brings reassurance from 
Smith: “Every little piece of your 
life/Will mean something to some- 
one.” Yes, even his cheeriest senti- 
ments are underscored by a sense 
that the end is nigh. It’s a romantic 
notion, one that worked magic for 
McCulloch. And it’s even an appeal- 
ing one: every now and again, it’s 
nice to be reminded that the world is 
shit and we're all gonna die. Editors 
have mastered the form.

“Il have wandered in the muck,” Olson 
announces straight off, in the open- 
ing “My Carol,” and in “The National 
Express” he admits, “Once I lost my 
self-respect/I was stranded and blue 
and all by myself.” Yet thanks in part 
to his peripatetic working method — 
he spent much of 2006 traveling the 
globe, with stops in Wales, Norway, 
and Poland — the album shimmers 
with the sort of musical detail that 
keeps woe-is-me songwriting from 
sounding (entirely) like a pity party.

Some- 
times I don’t have one goddamn 
clue what misanthropic under- 
ground hip-hop king Aesop Rock is 
talking about. But most of the time 
I want to rewind and figure it out: 
“There is a hole in front of the shov-

Six million guerrillas for whom 
the graves yawn.” It’s a sardonic, 
cynical brand of conscience rap, 
where all that’s left is to realize that 
capitalism is everywhere and you're 
screwed. Aesop's preference for bor- 
ing “live” beats tends to hit some- 
where between the Roots (“Getaway 
Car”) and Linkin Park (“None Shall 
Pass”), but that hardly matters: it’s 
his delivery that commands the at- 
tention here.

a snaking melody. Burnside’s also 

a fine singer, and hard-luck stories 
like “I Don’t Just Sing About the 
Blues” echo his grandpa's hearty 


stomps. “Fire It Up” is the most 
fun: its “blunt” narrative, with the 
chanted chorus “I like to get blazed,” 
chronicles Burnside’s weedy adven- 
tures. The duo also kick up their 
own streamlined brand of Memphis 
funk. This is a solid debut, but live 
and loud, as they were at My Broth- 
er’s juke joint in Clarksdale, Missis- 
sippi, a few weekends back, they're 
like a gritty elixir of moonshine and 
thunder.

JOHNNY THUNDERS 

| WHO'S BEEN TALKIN? IN 
CONCERT | MVD “I'm so lucky to 
be alive/I have so many friends 
who've lost their lives,” sang 
Johnny Thunders in “Disappointed,” 
from a Japanese stage early in April 
1991. About three weeks later, 

after relocating to New Orleans, 
the one-time New York Doll and 
Heartbreaker overdosed on heroin 
and died. Few were shocked; many 
were sad. The DVD Who's Been 
Talking?: Johnny Thunders in Concert 
captures the diminutive singer/ 
guitarist’s last stand in Japan. His 
backing band are the Oddballs. 
The sound is only a little murky, 
and the video is a straight-on con- 
cert shoot with the crowd barely 
acknowledged — “You guys fallin’ 
asleep or something?”, Thunders 
asks at one point. The good news 

is that this is not one of those "80s 
gigs where he'd leave the stage to do 
his “junky business” and the audi- 
ence (his fans!) would heckle him, 
hoping (I swear) he might keel 
over and die on their watch. On 
Who's Been Talking?, Thunders seems 
pretty together, indulging his love 
for surf and blues, as well as for 
Stonesy rock. In “Sad Vacation,” 
he mourns his pal Sid Vicious, 
and he’s proud to sing his all-time 
anthem, “Born To Lose.” He knew 
what he was singing: shortly after 
this concert, Thunders passed into 
history, leaving a tattered legacy 
and a messy stain.

SHAKESPEARE NAVIGATES ENGLISH CHANNEL 


Will Shakespeare, the 29-year-old 
0) playwright and actor, is holed up in the 
Mermaid Tavern, where he's writing sonnets 
rather than plays because it’s 1593 and the 
London theaters are shut against the raging 
plague. His rival, Christopher Marlowe, drops 
by, along with the Earl of Southampton, 
Shakespeare's 19-year-old patron. Another 
frequent visitor is the luscious Emilia Lanier, 
who tumbles into Shakespeare's bed but 
spreads her bounty around. sparking fits of 
jealousy. 

The intrigues among this crew are stuff 
dreamed up (and researched) by founding 
American Repertory Theatre artistic direc- 
tor, professor, critic, and playwright Robert 
Bru-stein and stuffed into a new drama, The 
English Channel, which gets its first out- 
ing next week at Suffolk University’s newly 
renovated C. Walsh Theatre. The run there 
(September 6-15) followed one the 
Vineyard Playhouse Vineyard 
Harvard colleague Stephen Greenblatt’s book 
Will in the World, which Brustein calls “largely 
speculation but a beautiful biography,” pro- 
vided the inspiration for the play. “! was very 
taken by Steve's reflections on the evolution 
of the sonnets and Shakespeare's relation- 
ship to Southampton and the Dark Lady. | 
saw a play in that.” 


Brustein identifies Lanier as the Dark Lady 
of the sonnets. “It’s irrefutable, if you think of 
the coincidences that surround Shakespeare 
She was the mistress of Lord Hunsdon, patron 
the Globe Theatre, where Shakespeare 
worked; she was dark and beautiful and a 
published poet herself” In the play, Brustein 
invents a plot line involving a handkerchief 
given by Shakespeare to Lanier that she 
claims to have lost, as if to foreshadow the 
complications of Othello. Shakespeare doesn't 
murder Lanier, but he is unforgiving — a trait 
explored by Brustein in a book in progress 
Shakespeare's Prejudices (Yale University 
Press). According to the author, the new tome 
is about what the Bard “had in common with 


his own time. I'm tracing the misogyny in the 


plays and especially in the sonnets 
Brustein calls Shakespeare “a big ear.” al 
ways copying down snatches of conversation 
to be used later in his plays. As if in homage to 
the Bard's practice of lifting from other sourc- 
es, Brustein has borrowed from director Andrei 
Serban's ART production of Twelfth Night, in 
which Shakespeare was added as an eaves 
dropping character. for The English Chant 
Brustein believes this image of Shakespeare is 
true of most artists. They don't ha

The real Meat Puppets return

urt and Cris Kirkwood couldn’t have 

imagined that they were participat- 

ing the equivalent pre-mortem 

wake for the defining rock voice 

the '90s — Kurt Cobain — when in 
1994 the brothers joined Nirvana for an MTV 
Unplugged session that included three songs 
their band the Meat Puppets. And that was 
just the beginning the bad news. Sure, the 
exposure gave the Meat Puppets their first 
commercial success in Too High To Die (London) 
but also marked the beginning Cris’s 
descent into a morass of dope, needles, and 
legal problems that would drive wedge 
between the Kirkwoods and leave the Meat 
Puppets shambles. Although Curt would 
soldier with and without the Meat Puppets 
moniker, and Ryko would reissue the entirety 
of the band’s classic SST catalogue, it just 
the same. 

But Cris returned the fold earlier this 
year, and with Curt the helm (though with- 
out original drummer Derrick Bostrom), the 

band recorded the first proper Meat Puppets 
album seven years. Rise Your Knees (Ano- 
dyne) is a bit conservative — it’s the sound of 
everyone rediscovering their rapport. But 
stage, where that conversation sharpens from 
night night, the Meat Puppets are proving 
themselves.
